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Applicant(s) traverses (Remarks - page 7) that prior arts Houskamp does not cure the 
deficiencies of Gilbert et al. Applicant(s) argues that Houskamp does not disclose or suggest "a 
real time close loop interrupt driven position monitoring system that senses the passage of a 
carrier at a location" as recited by independent Claim 1 . 

Examiner disagrees for the following reason: 

As stated in section 5 of the previous Office Action filed 12/20/2207, Examiner had cited 
that Gilbert et al, not Houskamp, disclose "a real time close loop interrupt driven position 
monitoring system that senses the passage of a carrier at a location". Gilbert et al only lack "the 
carriers containing means for traveling in both a first direction along the path and along a second 
direction opposite the first direction, thereby permitting bi-directional travel" in which with the 
motivation to combine with Houskamp, this deficiency is cured. Supporting evidence showing 
that Gilbert et al invention does disclose "a real time close loop interrupt driven position 
monitoring system that senses the passage of a carrier at a location" as recited in claim 1 can be 
found in Gilbert et al (Fig 1 - communication of remote controller 70, transceiver 40, access 
point 1 10, and system controller 20; Fig 7; col 8, line 45 - col 12, line 7).
